The demagogue who seeks to gain 
power by attacks upon Industr}- often 
speaks of the struggle betwen human 
rights and property rights. But prop- 
erty righta are among the most pro- 
tious of human righta. Clvlllaatlon be- 
gina when government provldea' guar- 
antees that the accumuUtlona of toll, 
thrift, foresight and entarpiiae will be 
protected, and not before. • 

There Is no better established truth 
than that men will not toil or plan 
without Incentive. .Moilorii siH'ii'iy has 
sought to bring forth the maximum of | 
human effort by protecting the fruits 
of effort. The patent system, which 
levies loll unon millions la order that 
an individual may be rlclily rewarded 
for devising some means of more efTi- 
cient production, land title:), mining 
rights; theae and many other guar- 
antaea of the right of the individual to 
legally own that which is morally his, 
though often assailed by revolutlon- 
ariea, are among the bulwarka of 
property rla^ta In civilised aoclety. 

There are thlnga the political dema- 
gogue cannot do. He cannot compel 
men to risk their time, effort or money 
in unprofitable undertakings. It Is 
within tho power of government to ex- 
propriate profits, and to lay upon pro- 
ductive Industry such burdens that in- 
vestment In factories, niiiira. farm and 
transportation systems will cease to 
be profitable. But in doing this the 
masses of the people will be harmed, 
not helped. Employment will be de- 
stroyed, production will be ourtaUed, 
and general depreaalon will Inevitably 
follow. 

Among the moat active of the pro- 
fessional aaaallanu of Industry are the 
state aoolallata who declare that when 
private enterprise has ben destroyed, 
government ownerahlp and operation 
will follow. The people of the United 
States have had some recent ezperi- 
otico w ith government management of 
niluhtry. and liavc come to believe 
that iiolitical operation is a remedy far 
worse than the lilHoaHi' it was expected 
to cure. Hlflier cost of service, lower 
quality of service and tlie creation of 
menace t(i popular government 
through tho creation of a huge army 
of ofllca holders, are the aooompani- 
mcnts of such a system.
